Mr. Gerry Smith is retiring this year from a successful teaching career. He was born in Liverpool and 
came to Canada with his family in 1953. 

He went to Teacher’s College in Saskatoon and graduated in 1963 after his instructional career at the 
Canadian Vocational Board in Saskatchewan. 

In 1964 he began his first public school teaching job as a Pipe Trader Teacher in Stettler and joined 
Edmonton Public Schools in 1967. He worked at Victoria Composite High School until 1967 and then 
he went to the U of A for his Masters Degree. Afterward he taught at Harry Ainlay and then went into 
his own private plumbing supply business from 1979 to 1981. Then, it was return to teaching at Vic, 
Riverbend & Don Knott until he came to M.E. LaZerte in 1990. At LaZerte he has contributed as a 
teacher, soccer coach, and worked with the MEL - PCL committee, Awards Board and other commit- 
tees.

Mr. Pearson has contributed to the education of students for the past twenty-seven years at three 
different schools...Old Scona, W.P. Wagner and most recently at M.E. LaZerte.

She has been at 
LaZerte for the past two years. Mrs Lubberts spent many years teaching Business Education courses 
to students Victoria Composite. She takes pride in all the work she did developing an exciting Law 
30 course. She has often taught the ‘‘left over courses’’- Accounting, CALM, Social Studies 13 and 
Psychology. Mrs Lubberts is fluent in English, Dutch, German and French. For the last twelve years 
she has worked mainly with English as A Second Language Students. She truly understands how 
languages differ in their grammatical construction. She speaks like a proud parent of their successes. 
She often meets former students who will stop and talk to her about the classes they had together, 
of their successes.

He loves to garden, golf, travel, read, listen to music and watch televised sports (anything 
except horse racing and figure skating). He has a passion for photography. 

Mr. Robinson’s past students still visit him and some have become good friends. He will be missed 
by both the staff and students here at LaZerte where he has been and and institution for the past twenty- 
four years. 


Teaching has consistently added to Mrs. Tandrup’s youthfulness and students will 
never forget her unique wardrobe, some of which she designed and sewed, as 
well as her collection of unique, large earings. Besides her flair for fashion and 
her dramatic presentation, Mrs. Tandrup is a warm, creative teacher who has 
encouraged many students to feel capable and worthwhile.

Mrs. Tandrup believes that her 
students teach her as much as she teaches them. While working in Special Educa- 
tion at various Edmonton public schools and with the PASS program at M.E.
